The Ninth-street Bridge.” 

Los ANGELES, May 2.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tue Some narrow-be- 
tween-the-eyes anonymous writer in 
the Herald a day or two since makes 
assertions that are so manifestly un- 


and prejudice the*publicin regard to 
the Ninth-street bridge, that I desire. 
space in your valuable columns to make | 
a plain, straight-forward statement in 
regard to the matter. Clearly that 
communication was prompted by jeal- 
-Ousy, and the writer probably has some 
property or some interest on some other 
thoroughfare that he fancies will suffer 
injury by a diversion of a portion of 
the travel from Downey and other 
densely-settled sections lying southeast 
of the city, which would naturally flow 
over this new outlet were the ap- 
proaches to the bridge completed and 
the bluff graded sufficiently so as to be 
passable, all of which ought to be ac- 
complished at an expenditure of prob- 
.ably but little more than $1000, and 
certainly not exceeding $1500. The 
cut through the bluff will furnish the 
finest gravel and material for grading, 
and a foot or 18 inches of it covering 
the sand on each side of the sei 
will-‘make an excellent roadway for t 
large’travel that will inevitably seek it 
when completed. Instead of ‘‘three- 
quarters of a mile of sand 
to cross’ on the side, 
as asserted, the distance is scarcely 
one-eighth, until hard, firm soil is 
reached, and instead of this bridge 
being “located in the interest of a few 
speculators,” it will open up and make 
valuable to the long-time owners—as 
well as to the city for assessment pur- 
poses—a section that has always been 
isolated and cut off from communica- 
tion with the balance of the city, as 
well as the country to the southeast 
andeast. In that section of the city 
lying between Alameda street and the 
river, and south of Seventh street to 
the limits, we have never had $60 of 
the cit funds expended for any pur- 
ose whatever for our benefit (except- 
ng for the building of this bridge, and 
it second-hand), and probably $50,000 
at least has been raised from us in 
taxes within the last 20 years for mu- 
nicipal, purposes, and surely now we 
have a right to ask that a small por- 
tion of this should be devoted to our 
benefit, and thereby benefiting all} 
of the city and country as well. 
ut we trust and believe that our 
Council is composed of ‘‘broad-gau 
men, and that they will do us justice
